railways in respect to this bill. This 
was done to avoid the necessity of the 
matter going to the senate, as that 
body has no control over the items of 
the supply bill; they may reject it as 
a whole, but cannot amend it. It is 
questionable, however, whether this 
is good political tactics. or not. The 
senate having assumed the responsi- 
bility of throwing out the bill, it 
wovid have been safef for the govern- 
ment to have allowed the responsibil- 
itp to rest upon them than to have 
set themselves in direct antagonism, 
as they have now done.

MERITS OF THE BAI 

There is no question in- my mind 
about the desirability of the railway. 
The only question is as to the de- 
sirability of the terms ; whether under 
the present bargain the country -gets 
the worth of its money, gets what it 
is:paying for, and gets the most that 
could have been got for the money. 
This, 1 take for granted, is fair mat- 
ter for inquiry and criticism. If the 
country is paying for something, it 
should know what it is getting for 
what it is paying. In so far as the 
terms anounced, protect the vested 
interests of the established town sites 
in Southern Alberta, they are most 
satisfactory, and a marked and Whole- 
some departure from the policy form- 
early prevailing especially as they do 
not add one cent to the public charges 
in respect of the railway. They are 
merely a proper exercise of govern- 
mental authority in support ef the 
people,” but for which the government 
is not less entitled to credit. 

There is no doubt that the early 
construction of the road will be a 
measure of improvement, as compared 
with existing condivions; just as the 
building of any new line of railway 
improves conditions as compared with 
what they were when there was no 
railway. But when under the new 
conditions introduted by the existence 
of the railway the question of com- 
peting in putting the products of the 
farm onthe consuming market arises, 
it is not then a question between rail- 
road and no railroad. It becomes a 
question of getting such a rate that 
the cost of producing and hauling 
to market shall together not exceed 
the market price. Unless the rail- 
road enables this to be done, it fails 
of its principal purpose. Without 
this it is not worth its cost to the 
public, and dves not repay the public 
aid granted. This is a particularly 
important consideration in connection 
with this Crow’s Nest Pass. railway, 
the chief hope in regard to which is 
that it wili make possible the profit- 
able development of vast bodies of lew

CROW’S NEST PASS RAILWAY. 


IMMEDIATE CONSTRUCTION DEMANDED. 


Oliver’s speech on the Crow’s Nest 
Pass railway bargain delivered in the 
House of Commons on Friday, June 
18th : : 

Mr. Speaker: As representing one of 
the two constituencies through which 
the Crow’s Nest Pass railway will run, 
IT must ask the indulgence of the 
House for a short time. The district 
of Alberta is doubly interested, in 
that it not only includes a large part 
of the proposed line, but it necessarily 
must be the principal Canadian source 
of supply of the farm produce consum- 
ed in the Kootenay region. There- 

fore, there is a strong desire on the

That 
question was popularly supposed to be 
solved when the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way bargain was made for a line from 
ocean to ocean. Whether it has 
been solved every farmer, every pro- 
ducer, every dealer in the Dominion 
must answer that it has not. The 
question of transportation is not in 
this day a question of railway against 
no railway; it is a question of one 
railway against other railways more 
or less favorably cireumstanced, more 
or less ably managed, and handled 
more or less with an eye to the inter- 
ests of one or other section of the 
community, or this or that region or 
country. There is no question of 
“railway or no railway” in this 
country now, wherever the cireum- 
stances will justify construction. The 
question is one solely of rates and 
management, and itis because the 
railway rates have been distinctly 
against the west in particular and in 
general from the first that Manitoba 
and the Territories have shown so 
much less rapid progress than was ex- 
pected when the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was first aided. It is for 
the same reason that the trade of 
Eastern Canada with the west has not 
increased as was hoped at the same 
time, partly because the trade is not 
there to be done, and party because, 
owing to the more advantageous rail- 
road situation of the United States, 
manufacturing and commercial cities 
of Chicago, St. Paul and Spokane, a 
large proportion of the trade of the 
west. is done from these cities. And 
as the duties are lowered a propor- 
tionately greater share of the trade 
will be done by them, unless the rates
